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WOMEN ON THE CHEMISTRY FACULTIES 
OF INSTITUTIONS GRANTING THE Ph.D. IN CHEMISTRY 



In 1973, the Women Chemists Committee conducted a study of the numbers 
of women on graduate chemistry faculties, compared with 1971, to see if 
affirmative action programs had produced significant changes, This study 
is now updated for the 197^-75 academic year. 

As is the 1973 edition of this compilation, only professors, associate, 
professors and assistant professors are included, Adjunct professors, lec- 
turers, instmictors, etc, were not included since these are not considered 
full-time appointees or permanent positions. Unfortunately, in following the 
fate of young women Ph.D.'s, it seems that the assistant professor rank can 
also be a very temporary appointment and not always a position in the "tenure 
track" . 

This revision shows that some chemistry departments have added women 
to their faculties for the first time since the 1973 report. But of the 
large depairtments , having over 30 faculty members with no women in 1973 
(C&EN, July 22, 197^)., only the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, Texas 
A&M and Ohio State Universities have added women faculty members. The other 
23 show no change. 

And the fact still remains that the institutions surveyed here continue 
to graduate more than I80 women Ph.D.'s in chemistry each year. 

The revision not only brings the data on women faculty .members up to

were inadvertently omitted in the first compilation, such as Columbia Uni- 
versity and the University of Massachusetts' Associated Five-College Graduate 
Faculty which included faculty from Smith College, Mt. Holyoke College and 
Amherst College. The overall picture remains the same, showing a very nsmal-l 
percentage increase for women faculty members from 1.5% in 1970-1 to 2.2^
